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ABSTRACT 



The invention concerns plants with improved resistance to certain stilbene- 
sensitive pathogenic agents, and more particularly a set of constructs combining a 
plant promoter inductible by biotic stress, generated in particular by said pathogens, 
and gene(s) coding for a stilbene synthase. 
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
